. "Theſe are your Notions of Irregularity 
in aſſuming Orders. Now, if in the ſtat- 
ing what is neceſſary to a valid Ordination,

you make 48 unwarrantable Intruders, and 
tuch as will not, at the laſt Day, be accep- 


ted of God. If, after having loaded the

muſt be guilty of a very heinous Crime, 
cannot expect the Bleſſing of God on us, 
our Miniſtrations are all null, our Baptiſms 
of no Force, our whole Congregation al- 
moſt little better than a pack of Heathens, 
and all in as fad Circumſtances as God's 
Diſpleaſure can make us. Theſe are the 
diſmal Conſequences, if our Orders are not 
valid: And that you prove they are not, I 
' ſhould now ſhow. But there are one or 
two things offer themſelves, which may be 
diſcuſs*'d before I come to that; which, af-

The firſt is this, you your ſelf were a 
Probationer for four Tears: You Preach'd 
as occaſion offer'd all that while: I have 
ask'd you before, why you could not as 
well Baptize and Ordain? I would now, 
(but you ſhall firſt promiſe me not to call 
me, in a jeer, your Catechiſt) ask you,

was appointed. Why then might not your 
Baptiſm, if you had then apply'd it, have 
been valid?

Ordain as well as Baptize or Preach ; and then 
to be ſure to Baptize, as well as Preach. If 
then your Preaching profited before yau 
were lawfully ſent, why might not your 
tiſm have been valid before you were 
lawfully ſent? God Almighty, according 
to you, has put a Mark upon thoſe that 


Preach, not being lawfully ſent, and fays, 


They ſhall not profit his People at all, Jos 
did profit them; therefore you were Laws 
fully [ent before you were Ordained. And 
then what need you have judg'd any thi 
more neceſſary to a lawful Ordination, and 
have receiv'd it as neceſſary, than was 
neceſfary to an acceptance with God, Who 
never ſets his Seal to Irregular Intruſions. 
How came it that God ſhould allow you 
in that, which he has expreſly declar'd him- 
ſelf againſt, and you ihould think he would 
not in your Baptiſin, and your other Mini- 
ſtrations, when piouſiy and prudentiy applyd ? 
So many Queſtions come crowding upon me 
here, that I muſt ftop my Pen, for fear 
vou ſhould: have an occaſion, I would ſay 
à neceſſity, of throwing a Proverb. at me 
tor an Anſwer; and go to another thing 1 
would now take notice ß. 
And that is, that you ſometimes make 
the validity of our Orders prove our Mini-

or our Orders. A pleaſant Circle this! You 
often fay, that except our Ordinations be 
valid, our Miniſttations are not, nor can 
we ha ve any ſucceſs. And again you ſay, 
that if our Miniſtrations have ſucceſs, our 
Miniſtrations are valid, we are lawfully 
ſent. This is indeed the Conſequence of 
the former; and 'tis certainly true, that 
the ſucceſs of our Miniſtrations proves the 
lawfulneſs of our Call, if it be true, that 
we cannot have any ſucceſs, except we are 
lawfully call'd. But the thing lies here, 
you make the la wfulneſs of our Call neceſ- 
tary for us to be aſſur'd of by ſome pre-
